HIGH PRESSURE FAMILIES 


Whenever wo doctors come across any striking 


series of cases In a family, cases of anything abnor- 
mal enough to l*o interesting, wo hall tho ciiscw- 
ery«with great delight and report the matter to the 
medical journals. 
There are now on record all 


kinds of family pedigrees of that kind, from the 
Jukes and Kallikuks to families with heredity hy- 
persusceptibility to such foods as strawberries, shell- 
fish, tomatoes or eggs. 


Drs. O'Hare and Walker and Miss Vlckers of Bos- 


ton have found several families with more than 
an ordinary number of the members subject to car- 
diovascular diseas'e. and they believe that heredity 
is a factor of hypertensive disease—blood vessel 
disease in which high blood pressure is an early 
feature. They analyzed the family histories of 300 
undetected cases of permanent hypertension (high 
blood pressure) taken from hospital records and' pri- 
vate practice, and the In, over two-thirds of these 
cases they found in the family history apoplexy, 
heart disease, nephritis, arteriosclerosis or diabetes. 
In the private cases the 
incidence of 
vascular 


disease reached the high level of 76 per cent. 
In 


the entire series the number of relatives with some 
form of cardiovascular disease averaged 2.5 per 
patient. Then they wondered! whether hypertensive

Cardiovascular disease ranks second to tuberculosis 
in frequency in the United States mortality tables. 
We know, now. that tuberculosis does not run in 
families, although it is more than likely that anal- 
yst" of family histories, after the fashion here re- 
ferred to. would give some striking figures, for to- 
berculosis is so very common that nearly every fam- 
ily must be stricken now and then. The same thing 
applies to the question of cancer, -which we know is 
not inherited but which is common enough to num- 
ber victims in every family if not in every gener- 
ation. 


But whether Drs O'Hare and Walker are right 


or wrong in ascribing hypertensive disease to hered- 
ity, they draw some conclusions which seem sound 
ana practical enough to pass on to the lay reader. 


Xature frequently sounds a warning as early as 
HP second decade in life of the possible develop- 
ment of hypertensive disease in the fourth or fifth 
decade, and physicians should watch over the young 
members of hypertensive families carefully. Among 
the warning signals mentioned by the authors ais 
cold sweat bluish hands, flushing, blushing, nervous 
temperament, nosebleed, migraine and in the case 
of vounz women abnormal bleeding.

Almost every high school and 
ollege snident a', one time or anoth- 
er gets a rmattering of Chaucer in an 
English course, usually taught by a 
oacher who know- but little more 
about Chaucer's

than the 


student. Almost invariably the stu- 
dent comes out of the course in a be- 
vildered frame oJ ir.ind and strongly 
under fie imprsssion that there is 
something wrong with the people who 
draw up college courses. He regards 
Chaucer «.s a "crazy nut" who had 
not leajned how to spell. 


As for the genera! reader, Chaucer
